And the Law 


Certain practices in the handling 


of milk and milk products are re- 
garded as so undesirable that they 
have been included 
as 
misde- 


meanors under the Illinois Crimi- 
nal Code. The following practices 
are prohibited: 


1. Adulterating milk intended 


as human food with water or any 
foreign substance. 


2. Knowingly selling skimmilk 


for food without the purchaser 
being informed. 


3. Knowingly selling milk from 


which the "stoppings" have been 
withheld. 


4. Knowingly selling for human 


food milk from a cow known to be

Productivity of 
Soil Top Problem 
Says Agronomist 


Chicago, Nov. 15—Keeping this 


country's soils productive is one 
of our most urgent national prob- 
lems, a noted agronomist said to- 


day. 


W. L. Burlison, head of the ag- 


ronomy department of the Illinois 
college of agriculture, in address- 
ing the annual meeting of the 
Producers Seed company here in 
the Hotel Sherman, said that in 
creased use of soil building crops 
is needed to regain some of the 
fertility lost during World War 
II. The 35 million acres through- 
out the country that were plowed 
up to produce food crops during 
the war should be returned to le- 
gumes, he said. 
| 


Illinois farmers, Surlison said, j 


should take 3 7 million acres out 
of corn and soybeans and plant it 
to legumes and grasses so as to 
give a total acreage of 8.6 million 
acres in the state in legumes and 
grass. 
Naturally, he said, this 


changeover will not be accomplish- 
ed in one year. Some Illinois coun- 
ties, he reported, have 70 to 75 per 
cent of the cropland in corn and 
soybeans. He announced that the 
Illinois college of agriculture is 
launching a statewide legumes and 
grass program this winter through 
a series of educational meetings 


Emphasis on a legume-grasses 


program can help solve the farm 
surplus problem and at the same 
time be profitable to the producer, 
Burlison said. 
Where producers 


are able to convert legumes and 
grasses into milk or meat, they 
can be the most profitable crops

Crops 'Tops'

Chicago, Nov. 
15— (AP)— Illi- 


nois apple and peach growers pro- 
duced top quality fruit this year 
but they are hard hit by falling 
farm prices, a marketing expert 
told state farmers today. 


R. S. McBride, manager of the 


Illinois Fruit Growers Exchange, 
addressed the opening session of 
the 35th annual meeting of the 
Illinois Agricultural Association. 


Apple* Are Down 


He said that despite the best 


color in years, Illinois apples are 
in small demand. The four million 
bushel crop 
has 
brought 
low 


prices. 
Coupled with high pro- 


duction costs, this has made the 
year one of the worst fruit grow- 
ers can remember, he declared. 


Many farmers also sold peaches 


at a loss although the fruit was 
in good condition, he added. The 
crop of 2,300,000 bushels xvas a 
million more than last year but 
much of it wasn't marketed be- 
cause of low prices. The average 
price was $1.45, compared with 
$2.50 a bushel last year. 


Many of the 5,000 farmers reg- 


istered at the meeting also were- 
worried about the comparatively 
low price of hogs. The old prob- 
lem of surpluses also was a big 
question.

Stockholders Pick the Bones 


Dr. Jules Backman, associate professor of economics at 


New York University, has made a revealing study called 
"Who Gets the Railroad Dollar?" His documented, factual 
answer to that question will come as a surprise to those who 
Btiil believe that most of the financial fruits of business go to 
the capitalists. 


In 1948, out of each dollar of total operating revenue, 


46 8 cents was paid as wages and salaries—and that doesn't 
include payroll taxes which are for the benefit of the em- 
ployes. 


" Next on the list of expense items was payments for ma- 


terials and supplies, which came to 22.6 cents. And much 
of this, in turn, also went to labor in the myriad industries 
from which the railroads make purchases. 


Federal, state and local governments came in for 10.6 


cents, which they took in taxes. Depreciation accounted for 
4.2 cents, and miscellaneous expenses ran to 5.4 cents. 


After all these costs were met, the railroads had 10.4 


cents left in the till out of each dollar they received for per- 
forming the basic transportation job that keeps this country 
rv.nnir.cr. But that didn't all go out to the stockholders by a 
loner *hot. A larse part of it had to be used to meet interest 
charges ->n the railroad debt and for rent of leased roads and 
equipment. The stockholders actually got only about 3 cents 
- less than a third as much as government, and less than a 
fifteenth as much as the employes. It doesn't look as if the 
plutocrats are very bloated these days!

quick and simple new test for 
Newcastle disease—one 
of 
the 


nation's most widespread poultry 
maladies—wu anonunced today. 


An article in The Journal of The 


American Veterinary Medical As- 
sociation said the test can be made 
by veterinarians on the farm. 
It 


requires only a drop of blood from 
each bird tested. Results can be 
obtained in two to five minutes. 


Formerly, labratory tests have 


been necessary to 
identify 
the 


disease. 


The disease is highly contagious. 


It causes many poultry deaths and 
heavy losses hi egg production. 


If the test "fulfills its promise," 


The Journal said, poultry raisers 
will have an important head start 
in fighting this virus infection.

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Security Rights 
Of Vets Upheld 
By Supreme Court 


Washington, Nov. 15— (AP) — 


The Supieme Court held today 
that a veteran's job-iswurity rights 
under the draft act extend beyond 
his first year back at his pre-war 
job. 


Justice Burton delivered the 8-0 


decision. Justice Douglas took no 
part. 


The act requues employers to 


restore veterans to their formei 
positions, or to positions of "like 
seniority, status and pay." It also 
provides that the veteran may not 
be fired without cause for one 
year after he takes back his old 
job.

given on appeals by John Walter 
Oakley, Jr., who was reemployed 
by the Louisville and Nashville 
Raihoad, and by John S. Haynes, 
who went back to his old job on 
the Cincinnati.
